§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent or. Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively 
on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or 

The action oMe Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure 
to record the^tibjiance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless the examiner indicates 
he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies which bear directly on the question of 
patentability.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed ^oruineVOo^tentslli^r\the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview,, the explicate copy of the Form is removed ana" given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy isvmailed)tcr-the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is noH lively Wbr6 an aftowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication. 1 \ ?
